ROOSEVELT IS LET STRICTLY ALONE 


P N ROUTE WITH THE PRESIDENT— 
The aim of all members of the Presi­ 
dent’s party at sea is “to let him alone.” 
He occupies the admiral’s quarters on the 
cruiser Houston, and no one enters except 
on call from him. 
The 
only exception is the -Marine 
orderly who stands guard outside the door 
and brings in wireless messages from 
Washington. 
He goes into the President’s 
room, places the message on the “Presi­ 
dent’s board” (a file of messages) and 
goes out again. 
Otherwise R o o se v e lt is not interrupted. 
Neither the ship’s captain nor the naval 
aide nor Secretary Steve Early goes to the 
President unless summoned. 
This does not mean he leads a hermit’s 
life. 
Two meals out of three are eaten 
with members of his staff, and the daily 
fishing plus motion picture programs bring 
him into contact with all members of the 
floating 
White 
House, 
down 
to 
the 
humblest man. 
But it does mean essenti­ 
ally that the President sees no one he 
does not want to see, does nothing he 
does not want to do. 
There is a routine daily schedule on 
board which is followed with little varia­ 
tion when the ship is at sea. It consists of: 
I breakfast, fishing, rest, lunch, fishing, 
I siesta, dinner, movies, bed. 
As on shipboard everywhere, the prac­ 
tice is to go to bed early. 
On the USS 
Houston there is no one on deck after 
10:30 save men on duty. 
Similarly the 
rising hour is early. 


SMART BEES 
n R 
MATHILDE HERTZ, daughter of 
Heinrich Rudlof Hertz of Hertzian 
wave fame, does stunts with bees at her 
laboratory in England. She starts to work 
promptly at 9 o’clock every morning and 
precisely at that time twenty or thirty 
bees appear at the doorway of her work 
room. 
The bees, she says, do not hear 
the town clock strike the hour, but have 
some time-keeper of their own. 
Recently 
she started a second series of experiments 
at 2 p. rn., and soon her subjects were 
keeping the afternoon 
appointment 
as 
promptly as that of the morning. 
Colored paper cut-outs, pieces of sheet 
glass on a table, a dishrag, a tea-kettle 
and sugared water are her equipment. 
She puts the colored papers under the 
glass and the bees proceed to light upon 
the green cut-out and ignore the red one. 
She puts papers of different shapes down 
and the bees invariably choose certain ones 
to light on. 
They are bored by plain 
squares and circles, she says, and delight­ 
ed with rich outlines. She sets down little 
dishes of lemon juice, milk, distilled water, 
glycerine and alcohol and demonstrates 
that the bees can “smell” wrater. 
Just what all this has to do with the 
bees’ main purpose in life — pollinating 
flowers, making honey and keeping their 
race going — isn’t quite clear to a layman. 
But the work seems fascinating, and ifs 
quite likely that some very useful know­ 
ledge will be turned up sooner or later. 


OFFICIAL PROTOCOL 
The President can never escape, how­ 
ever, from the intrusion of formality. The 
high tone of the Washington social code 
prevails during at least two evenings on 
board— when the Captain of the Houston, 
George N. Barker, gives a dinner for the 
President, and when the President, pursu­ 
ant to the rules of the game, returns the 
dinner. 
On these two occasions, although 
there are no women to hold them to it, 
the men will wear evening dress. 
The President has a way of being in­ 
formal in the midst of formalities, but 
certain rules from the social and sea-going 
blue-books will prevail. 
The Captain, as 
host on board, will make the first gesture 
by inviting the President and his party to 
dinner. 
He will not invite subordinate 
members of his staff unless the President 
should indicate that the Executive Officer 
or some other high ranking member would 
be welcome. 
Though the Navy declares it has no 
Emily Post, there are unwritten rules for 
seating. 
The Captain in this case will not 
take the head seat, as usual for the host, 
but will 
place the 
President, 
who 
is 
Commander-in-Chief of the Navy, in that 
position. 
This is a practice followed in 
the British Navy whenever the King is 
on board. 
The head place1 is not necessarily at 
the head of the table. 
Probably Captain 
Barker will give the President a chair at 
the midpoint of one side of the table, 
and himself take the chair directly oppo­ 
site. 
The one having priority is the chair 
facing the door.

Vitamin Deficiency May Result in Body Ills 


Sy LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
YESTERDAY WE referred to 
Vitamin B as the adult vitamin— 
the vitamin which advanced medi­ 
a l thought is pointing to as being 
particularly likely to be deficient 
n the adult dietary. 
Particular researches which sug­ 
gest this conclusion are as fol­ 
lows: 
Nervous system —changes in the 
peripheral nerves leading to mul­ 
tiple neuritis may be produced ac­ 
cording to Wolbach “by means of 
i diet adequate in all respects ex­ 
cept in Vitamin B.” and this is ac­ 
companied by enlargement of the 
heart, dropsy and atrophy of mus­ 
cles. 
These nervous degenerations 
are the same whether they are ac­ 
tually called human beri-beri, %uch 
i3 is observed in oriental countries 
from eating milled rice, or in hu­ 
man alcoholic neuritis, or in human

neuritis due to digestive disturb­ 
ances which prevent the full utili­ 
zation of Vitamin B in the diet. 
These sym ptom s are completely 
cleared up by adding the vitamin 
to the diet. 
H eart sym ptom s—Animals on a 
Vitamin B deficient diet develop a 
slow heart according to the work 
of Carter and Drury. 
The signs 
of heart failure which accompany 
neuritis were mentioned above. 
Digestive system —Sherman has 
noted th at lack of Vitamin B im­ 
mediately affects the appetite, and 
when the vitamin is added the ap­ 
petite returns with a rush. 
Cow- 
gill 
and Gilman 
found lack of 


stomach secretions in animals de­ 
prived of the vitamin and Sure and 
Harrelson found the pancreas se­ 
cretion in man diminished. McCar- 
rison reports correction of atony 
of the colon by means of feeding 
Vitamin B concentrate. 
Siddall has used Vitamin Bl in 
the 
toxaemia 
of 
the 
expectant 
mother and believes that it oper­ 
ates by stimulating the pituitary 
gland. 
In fact, his experiments 
indicate that the vitamin is essen­ 
tial for the normal function of th* 
pituitary gland. 
On the skin and hair, Lepkov* 
sky has found that in animals 
Vitamin B will cure a dietary de­ 
ficiency. 
It was also found thai 
using crystalline Vitamin B would 
prevent the natural graying of the 
hair in rats 
It also has the ac­ 
tion of restoring the normal pig­ 
m entation to gray hair. 
Requir­ 
ing eight weeks for the change lr 
rats, the process would require five 
years in man, according to esti­ 
mate. 
In anemias due to liver deficien­ 
cy, it is now so regularly used a; 
not to require any particular ref 
erence to the literature. 
It can be obtained in yeast anc 
cereals best among common food­ 
stuffs but is now available in con­ 
centrated form, as well as In crys­ 
talline form.

A rthur Roth, head of the C le v is 
land Police Bureau of Child Safety 
and Education. The youths’ 
ages 
range from 17 to 24. 
Most of the youths, faced with 
the 
problem 
of 
employment in 
stressing 
times, 
otherwise prob­ 
ably 
would 
be idle and possibly 
getting into trouble, according to 
Roth. All are too old to join Boy 
Scout troops under Roth’s super­ 
vision. 
Aided By Club Women 
The 
Cleveland 
Federation of 
W omen’s Clubs, after hearing an 
analysis of juvenile 
crime condi­ 
tions by the police 
official, 
gave 
the boys a $100 “nest egg” for 
their venture. 
Roth recruited the 
boys and rented a vacant 
store 
for a workshop. Hammers, knives, 
saws and other tools were bought. 
Roth explained the task to the 
boys, who formed their own com­ 
pany, chose officers, and set out 
to solicit orders for bird houses, 
parrot 
flower 
holders, cathedral 
corner brackets, 
garden markers, 
book 
cRses, 
flower 
boxes and 
screens they now are making. 
The co-operatives’ members dis­ 
tribute profits among themselves, 
according to the number of stock 
shares they have bought w'ith their 
earnings. 
Despite titles of president, sec­ 
retary, treasurer, sales

and directors, the boys work vig­ 
orously together 
with

hours. 
They are paid according 
to hours worked. The titles are 
used only at “business 
confer­ 
ences.” 
The youths’ 
greatest 
problem 
now is solicitation of orders. They 
spend their spare time 
showing 
their wares 
to 
dealers. 
Several 
women’s organizations 
patronize 
them regularly. 
Business volume 
now 
is 
only enough to provide 
work three nights a week. 
Roth, 
explaining 
the group’s 
purpose, said it is to give the boys 
the business experience they are 
missing because of their 
unem­ 
ployment. 
It is not designed to 
compete with established business, 
but only to help the boys so they 
will not be “just freshmen” when 
they find w'ork. 
The boys like their work, Metro 
Mudry, 22, 
secretary, 
says it is 
“just fun” 
and helps him “kill 
time.” He has not been 
able 
to 
find work since he was graduated 
from high school. 
Others have worked as messeng­ 
ers and at other odd-jobs 
since 
their school days, but were

Paul M atthaes, secretary of the 
county A. A. A. committee, was 
informed a series of district meet­ 
ings will be held throughout Ohio 
to instruct county officials with 
the operation of the loan program.

ceived from Elm ert F. Kruse, state 
A. A. A. chairman, Columbus. 
70 Cent I.cans 
’ The government will loan up to 
70 cents per bushel on tested wheat 
.Afrown by Ohio farm ers who have 
not exceeded their corn and to­ 
bacco AAA allotments by more 
than 5 
per 
cent, 
Elmer Kruse, 
state AAA chairman, said. 
The loans will be made either by 
the government s Commodity Cred­ 
it Corporation 
or 
through local 
banks if the banks care to parti­ 
cipate, he explained. 
Farmers can receive the full 70- 
cent rate if the wheat is stored on 
their farms while storage charges 
will be deducted if storage is in 
government-bonded warehouses. 
Much Ohio wheat will not be eli­ 
gible for the loans, either because 
the farmer did not comply with the

or

WASHINGTON, July 16 
(UP) 
The Department of Agriculture 
asked wheat farm ers today to limit 
plantings for the 1939 harvest to 
55.000.000 acres—the sm allest in 
30 years. 
The country faces a supply of 
wheat nearly 300,000,000 bushels 
in excess of normal as a result of 
a crop estimated 
at 967,400,000 
bushels, the departm ent said. The 
allotment for 1939 was the mini­ 
mum allowable under the new farm 
act, which calls for a cut of ap­ 
proximately 32 per cent from the 
79,500,000 acres planted for har­ 
vest this year. 
Officals said that they expected 
pressure for 
increases in 
allot­ 
ments but Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Henry A. Wallace indicated 
in the case of the northwest Spring 
wheat growers that he has "no 
intention" of relenting. 
Forecasts Made 
Agriculture adjustm ent admin­ 
istration officials said that if the 
acreage is held to allotm ents and 
abandonment is 
the 
same as in 
1938, l l percent, farm ers will har­ 
vest about 49,000,000 acres next 
year. 
Normal production of 13 
bushels an acre would result in a' 
crop of 637,000,000 bushels. 
Offi­ 
cials expect, however, th at the 
acreage planted will approximate 
60.000.000 acres, which normally 
would produce a crop of wheat 
about 700,000.000 bushels. 
If farm ers exceed the allotment, 
anti weather conditions are normal, 
m arketing quotas would be an al­ 
most certainty next year, officials 
said. 
The farm act provides for 
m arketing quotas when the supply 
of wheat 
exceeds 
1,012,000.000 
bushels. 
It specifically exempted 
quotas thia year. 
Great Carryover 
With a carryover of between 
350.000.000 and 400,000,000 bushels 
from this year’s supply of 1,147,- 
000,000 bushels indicated by the 
department, the 1939 crop m ust be 
held under 662,000,000 bushels to 
avoid quotas. 
The quotas would 
be offered at 
a referendum of 
growers and placed into effect if 
approved by two thirds of those 
voting, 
lf rejected, wheat loans 
would be prohibited under the farm 
act. 
The wheat allotment calls for 
the sharpest reduction yet made 
under the new farm program. 
It 
completes a 
five-point 
program 
intended to stabilize wheat pro­ 
duction and bolster prices. 
Other 
points are:, 
1. Conservation 
payments, 
ex­ 
pected to total $100,000,000 next 
year. 
2. Parity payments expected to 
total $57,000,000. 
3. Loans 
on 
1938 
production 
to total about $100,000,000. 
4. Insurance of 1939 production 
through premiums to be paid from 
1938 production.

A maximum work week of 44 
hours for the first year, 42 hours 
during the second year, and 40 
hours thereafter. Employers must 
pay time and one-half for over­ 
time. 
Prohibition of child labor under 
16 years of age. and under 18 years 
of age in hazardous industries.
